Russian Government will order its forces in Central Asia to 
make an advance towards the Indian frontier. ‘The Gacette adds 
that, in case of an outbreak. of rebellion in this country,. the 
Maintenance or destruction of British rule here will depenc 


the action taken by the. Russian. Gove AMED > eAGte

scheme is insisted on. Men might perish from starvation, but 
they must have pure and filtered water to drink, Hundreds 
of thousands of poor natives die of hunger every year, no 
notice of their death being taken by any person; but the 
discovery of an occurrence of only a few deaths from starvation 
in England was lately followed by agreat commotion there. 
The arbitrary and high-handed proceedings of subordinate police 
and other officials have created widespread dissatisfaction in 
the country, and what is worse is, that the higher authorities 
connive at them, The evil, if not remedied, is sure to result 
in bad consequences, The high-handedness of the Cawnpore 
police has produced much disquietude among the citizens, who 
are afraid that they may be disgraced. by the police at any 
time. After adverting to several recent cases of theft in 
which the police were unable to trace the thieves or the stolen 
property, the writer complains of the alleged ill-treatment 
of one Narayan Das, a shroff, by the police, He was arrested 
under suspicion of having purchased stolen property, and car- 
ried through all the streets of the city with band-cuffs on 
although he is an old respectable man and walks with difii- 
culty. But this is not all, Hidayat Ali, Naib Kotwal, entered 
his house in the dead of night and searched his female 
relatives. In short, the police did everything in their 
power to disgrace Narayan Das and his family. They 
owed him a grudge, to which the writer will refer in a future 
issue of the paper. The writer does not understand why 
Government does not transfer the Kotwal from Cawnpore.

In many cases of 
theft men do not make any reports to the . hi 06, RON 
they think that the police inquiries will only expose, Shem 1 
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a. great deal of unnecessary trouble and expense. Again, when 
any theft is reported, the police bring pressure to bear upon 
the man making the report to understate the value of the 
stolen property. It is true that in some cases the stolen pro- 
perty is traced and recovered, but the discovery is generally 
due to chance rather than to the exertions of the police. At 
many places the guardians of the lives and property of the 
people are to be found on terms of most intimate friendship 
with thieves and bad characters. This unsatisfactory state of 
things is chiefly due to the circumstance that the police are 
not held responsible for the prevention and detection of crime. 
Inthe course of criminal trials the Magistrates and Judges 
frequently have occasion to find fault with the proceedings of 
police officials, but such officials are seldom punished,

‘than to suppose that the time has 
arrived for a reduction of public expenditure on education in 
this country, as is the idea of some high Government officials. 
The Director of Public Instruction in Bengal has recommend- 
ed the abolition of zilla schools in that province. Undoubted- 
ly this country has made much progress in education under 
British rule during the last fifty years, but still it is very 
backward, and the money spent by the Government of 
India on the encouragement of education is extremely small. 
In 1869, Parliament passed Mr. Forster’s education bill, 
which empowered the school boards in England to make rules 
with a view to encourage the attendance of children in schools, 
and since then other measures have been adopted with the same 
object. Lately a free education bill has been introduced and 
has already been passed by the House of Commons, The annual 
expenditure on education in England exceeds seven million 
pounds sterling, and amounts to one million sterling even in 
Spain, which is equal in area to only a province of this coun- 
try ; while the Government of India devotes only about 10 
lakhs of rupees to the education of the Indian population, 
which forms a fifth part of the total population of the globe. —
